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Slavery and Public Men.—John A. Dix. 

There is a sufficient argument for the over- 
, throw of slavery to be found in its debasing, 
ruinous effects oh our public men. It watches 
them as Austria watched Kossuth, and adapts 
Its sorceries to the nature of the subjects. Some 
it bribes, some it frightens, some it crushes,— 
If a northern man gives signs of growth into a 
true American statesman, every appliance is put 
upon his track, and, alas ! very few escape 1 
Remember Cass, Van Buren, Buchanan, etc,, 
etc and as a more conspicuous victim, remem¬ 
ber Webster—seduced, ruined, cast off, and sent 
to a dishonored grave. 

Now we have another instance in John A. 
Viz. In 1848 he adopted the platform of free¬ 
dom, and was the Barnburner candidate for 
Governor of New York In 1850, freedom 
having another battle to fight, he joined the 
great apostacy. He was one of the Pierce lead¬ 
ers iii 1852, and was to be Secretary of State as 
a motive to unite the barnburners in Pierce's 
support.

Decomposition Going on. 

The old dead forms of political life have 
reached the stage of rapid decomposition, and 
new formations must take place- In New York 
the slave democracy has again become a pro¬ 
miscuous menagerie of wild animals. Their 
late state convention divided into two firmly 
hostile factions, and nominated their separate 
tickets. The civilization of the State is de¬ 
based by them, and the people must and will 
spurn them as a nuisance. 

In Massachusetts the party is divided The 
regular convention nominated Mr. Bishop for 
governor, endorsed Pierce and the compromises 
but evidently mean to coalesce with the Free 
Democracy on elections for the legislature, and 
also support Wilson there for Governor if he is 
not elected by the people. They rejected a re¬ 
solution against coalitions. The federal pau¬ 
per clique of hunkers would not stand this, but 
called another convention and nominated a new 
ticket. They are going to have nothing to do 
with coalitionists. 

And coming to this State we see the party di¬ 
vided, bitterly antagonistic locally and in the 
aggregate, debauched, and as the Argus iscom- 
pelled to admit, “ the organization is to a serious 
extent broken up." And no discerning mind can 
fail to see that the fundamental causes of this 
condition of the party here and elsewhere are 
not incidental, but moral and invincible. They 
cannot be arrested.*

Election in Lewiston. 

In a large number of towns rum and hunker 
whigs defeated whig candidates, and elected 
Pilsbury representatives. In other cases they 
opposed free soil candidates, preferring rum de¬ 
mocrats. They cared nothing for U. S. Sena¬ 
tor, or whig success, in comparison with rum 
and slavery The sooner the body of the party 
is rid of those men the better for it. 

The Lewiston temperance men in 1852 nomina¬ 
ted Dr. Garcelon, an able and worthy man, who 
in 1848 joined the free soil party, hut had been 
moderate in his position. The party of freedom 
supported him, and he was elected against op¬ 
posing candidates by both of the old parties. 
The whigs then claimed him as a good whig. 

This year he was re-nominated in the same 
way. The whigs nominated against him, but 
when it was found that he would again prevail, 
they forsook their own candidate almost in a 
body, and went over to the Pilsbury demoerals 
where they belong, thus seeuring their tri¬ 
umph. A correspondent of the State of Maine 
reveals the true spirit which prevailed. He 
says :— 

Lewiston, gept. 19, 1853. 

Messrs. Editors:—Our election passed off 
very quietly on Monday last. Parlies of all 
shades manfully agreed to elect their respective 
candidates, and although the voting was not so 
heavy as might have been, but very respectable 
in the number of polls (542 ) Dr. Millett, the 
democratic nominee for representative, was 
elected by nine majority, and in the whig town 
of Lewiston I Unpleasant dissentions in the 
ranks of the whigs opened the way for their de¬ 
feat. The free soilers, alias wool-heads, the 
party claiming to possess all the religion and 
temperance principles in town, and who lor 
two years past have boldly declared to elect 
any candidate whom they may bring forward, 
by producing disaffection in the ranks of the 
two great parties, and thereby calling in the aid 
of the more credulous, were defeated by the 
whigs generally voting for Dr Millett, or throw¬ 
ing scattering votes. They will learn to go by 
themselves one of these days. For one, we 
heartily rejoice at the result, although we could 
have elected Dr. Garcelon, if he had been the 
whig nominee instead of the free soil. It was 
his unfortunate position that lost his eleotio n 
Massachusetts coalition is enough within its 
own confines, without practicing the thing down 
in Maine. It wont go here.” 

No, no. Coalitions for temperance men 
wont go there, but coalitions for rum and 
slavery work finely! Such facts show that 
new political organizations are necessary and 
inevitable. What fellowship can temperance 
whigs have with such whiggery as this ? But 
this matter will open a good many eyes in Lew¬ 
iston. and next year will set things right. 


Correspondence from Connecticut 

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 14th, 1853. 

Ms. Editor,—T he bustling apparatus of the 
enterprising city of Springfield seemed to re¬ 
ceive a new and powerful impetus, either from 
the arrival of y our humble servant, or from the 
fact that a three days’ muster was being held 
just out of the city. Whatever the reason 
might have been, the fact was undeniable, there 
was a “rush.” The weather was very favora¬ 
ble, and everything passed off smoothly and or¬ 
derly. No liquor was allowed to besold on the 
field, but in the city the crowds that thronged 
the back rooms of the hotels told a different 
story. If the temperance men of Springfield 
had been in earnest, and one eye half open, 
some of the bar-keepers would not have boast¬ 
ed of so large nett profits as they did. They 
have worked hard to get the Maine Law in 
Massachusetts, but they don’t come up to the 
work of executing, a« strong men of principle 

The Western Rail Road Corporation employ 
here a large number of men, in the manufac¬ 
ture and repair of engines, cars, Sec. There are 
also many machine shops, owned by private 
iidividuals. 

As the U. S. A. Armory is a “ National In 
stitution,” perhaps your readers may feel some 
interest in the details. The grounds, contain¬ 
ing 72 acres, are handsomely terraced and laid 
out In walks and greens, with fine shade trees. 
On the two front s.des is an iron fence, eight 
feet high, on a running pedestal of Congo mead¬ 
ow freestone. There are ten dwelling houses, 
occupied by the officers, and as many large 
shops and storehouses The new arsenal, the 
most prominent, though not the largest build 
ing, is 200 feet long by 70 wide and 50 high, and 
is finished by a pediment in front, 70 by 12. 
In this are stacked I don’t know how many 
hundred thousand muskets, patiently waiting 
for Uncle Sam to get into a “ muss,” so they 
can have a chance to prove their servicenble- 
ness. That the Archangel's trump might find 
them as unstained with human blood as they 
were then, was my fervent wish as I turned 
from the store rooms to the Tower, which is 29 
feet square and 89 high, surmounted by a flag 
staff, rising 60 feet from the deck. Here is pre¬ 
sented a very extended prospect, and one of the 
most beautiful in the world. Just at one’s feet 
lies the city, embowered in trees, while the eye 
follows the windings of the Connecticut many 
miles through the fertile fields that line its 
banks through its entire course. In the dis¬ 
tance the land rises somewhat abruptly, giving 
a grand back ground to the picture. The 
lover of the beautiful in nature will turn reluc 
tantly from this splendid prospect to inspect 
the workings of the almost perfect machinery in 
the shops, Very little of the labor i3 performed 
by hand, excepting putting together, and it 
would be hard to imagine machinery more per¬ 
fectly adapted to the work required, especially 
in the stock manufactory. Each stock passes 
through fourteen machines, the last leaving ft 
all ready for the barrel, lock, &c., without the 
slightest alteration. The different parts are so 
accurately gauged, that one hundred muskets, 
taken to pieces and thrown promiscuously into 
a heap, could be put together without the least 
missiit. The average number of men employed 
is 380; average wages per month, $40. Most 
of the workmen are paid by the piece, and are 
responsible for the value of any material they 
may spoil by performing their part of the labor 
in an unworkmanlike manner. This effectually 
guards against the “slop-work” style of labor 
so natural to those that work by the pieco.— 
The weight of each musket is a fraction less 
than ten pounds; cost, $8,75. The cost has 
been materially reduced since the armory has 
been under the charge of Col. Ripley. He has 
also greatly improved the grounds, and brought. 
everything to a state of the most perfect order. 
Uncle Sam pays the bills, however, for till this 
beautifying, and quite a round sum it amounts 
to. 

From Springfield to Hartford is a fine stretch 
of intervale, finely cultivated. Many fields of 
broom corn are seen, and some tobacco. The 
Asylum for the deaf and dumb is very pleas¬ 
antly located, and the grounds tastefully laid 
out in meandering walks, bordered by shrub¬ 
bery and flowers. Many children were here 
at play, apparently enjoying themselves as well 
as those who can shout forth their gladness. 
Yet it seemed sad—the thought of passing 
through this cold world without once hearing 
the voice of kindness, or the sweet singing of 
birds. Was very , sorry to learn it was vaca¬ 
tion, so I could not see the school in session. 

Happening to step into the City Hall, I found 
a poor, ragged Irishman “up” for drunken¬ 
ness ; an old offender it seemed. Said the jus¬ 
tice, “ Is there no way, Patrick, to cure you of 
this bad habit I” “An’sure there is,” replied 
Pat.; “ keep it from me.” “ Ah,” thought I, 
as I stepped into the cars for this city, “ would 
that I could sound the appeal of this poor 
drunkard in the ears of every voter in Conuec- 
ticutt, until the Maine Law should do this very 
thing.” There is, however, quite a moving 
among the dry bones, and the prospect is that 
Connecticut will, ere long, step into the ranks 
as a temperance State. God speed the time.

Letter from John Marshall, 

Bridgton, Sept. 27, 1853. 

Mr. Willey, Sir:—It is a long time since I 
wrote to you of myself and labor. And even 
now I have not much of which to write, but 
what I have I will give to you. Since I saw 
you last I have been to Bangor, where I did not 
do much. 1 left that place about a month ago 
for Sebago, where Dr.jParsons and myself had 
several full and attentive meetings.

Our 
friends in Harsison in almost all of my meet¬ 
ings gave me a little help, for they seein to 
know that to be able to work one must have 
means to help him on in his work. I am now in 
Bridgton, and have had two full and good 
meetings, and at this time two more appointed, 
and will be likely to have more, for X must say 
that my reception in. this town has been both 
good and warm. 

With such friends as these here on earth, 
and with such a host of friends as we have in t 
Heaven, our tmu rannnt fail. Yes. God him¬ 


self is for os and" our cause, and so are all His 
Angels. If then all Heaven is for us and the 
cause of Freedom, and all the good and noble 
are with us on earth, how can we fail ? 

Mr. Willey, we eonnot fail, the last election 
proves this O yes, this is even so. “ For it is 
the destiny of every government which out¬ 
rages humanity, to full ; and we see all around 
us, that it is first of all others the truly great 
and noble who are the first to transgress unjust 
laws faithful as they ever are .0 their higher al 
legiance and better destiny."

The un- 
f kindness, or the cruelty of the master to his 
slave, should not be placed to the account «i 
slavery ; it is the same spirit and disposition 
which makes the master cruel to his apprentice, 
and the father to his child, and is by no means 
peculiar to the slaveholder. Slavery should be 
opposed on the ground that it is, in and of it¬ 
self,an evil and a sin—anti-republican and anti- 
Christian. 

For one so near the north pole to class slave¬ 
ry among natural and beneficent relations, and 
say that “ unkindness or cruelty” is not to be 
“placed to. its account.”—then in the same 
breath to say it is the same spirit that makes 
“ masters cruel," —that it is an « evil and sin of 
itself," &c., is such utter confusion and absurdi¬ 
ty as not often appears Slavery is itself a stu¬ 
pendous Crime, and is followed by all its legiti¬ 
mate consequences ; consequences never exag¬ 
gerated nor half conceived in any respect.—

The Stratification of the Globa. 


There are thirty, or rather more, - well de¬ 
fined beds, layers, or strata, of different 
mineral'matters,'flying upon each oilier, so 
as to form the surface ol' the globe on which 
we dwell. These combine themselves, by 
natural characters, into three or four grand 
groups. Compare them to a set of books, 
in thirty or forty volumes, piled up on their 
flat sides. Nowhere, indeed, can the whole 
set of the earth’s strata be displayed, lying 
on each other,for reasons which will present¬ 
ly appear ; and, if it were so at any spot, 
all the power and art of man could never 
penetrate through more than one, two,,or 
three of the layers.—They are placed one 
over the other, in a sure and known order of 
succession ; that is, though in no locality 
are all to bo'found, or, (which is saying the 
same thing conversely) in every locality 
some are wanting, yet the order of position 
is never violated. 

Let the letters of the alphabet represent 
the strata, thus : The tertiary, nlicde; the 
secondary, that is all from the chalk to the 
old red sandstone- Inclusive, f to z ; the 
primary, ua bb &e., tojj ; then observe that 
any member or several members pf the 
series may be absent, for example, d or f, or 
I or p : but b is never above a, nor m above 
k nor s above g, When this fact is rightly 
conceived of, let it he further observed, that 
the strata do not lie over each other in con¬ 
tinuous concentric spheroids, like the coats 
of an onion, but may rather be compared to 
a vast number of wafers, of irregular forms, 
laid on a globe, and patched upon eacli other 
in different sets as to thickness, and various¬ 
ly under-passing, out-cropping and over¬ 
lapping. .

All large objects are ilccejifivi- in this wav. 
Large hills, large buildings, fit nidus water¬ 
falls-even the' Himalayas, St. Peter’s, and 
Niagara—at first right disappoint the traveler 
especially when the atmosphere is clear, and 
there are no intervening objects to net as a 
set-off to the largest. 

But tbeprirmry disappointment invariably 
gives place lo the full measure of wonder 
naturally inspired by the scene. It is so with 
the pyramids. “They certainly,” says one 
traveler, “have' an awful look—everlasting, 
as it were, compared to any other structure 
Which you have either seen or can imagine.” 

Dr. Clarice thus describes his first view of 
them at sunrise, from the Nile boat: 

“We hastened from the cabin ; and never 
will the impression made by their appear¬ 
ance he 'obliterated. By reflecting the sun’s 
rajs, they appeared as white as snow, and 
of such surprising magnitude, that nothing 
we had previously conceived in our imagina¬ 
tion had prepared ns for the spectacle we 
beheld The sight instantly convinced us, 
that no. power of description, no delineation, 
can convey ideas adequate to the effect pro¬ 
duced in viewing these stupendous monu¬ 
ments. The formality of their structure is 
lost in their prodigious magnitude: the mind 
elevated by wonder, feels at once the force 
of an axiom, which, however disputed, ex¬ 
perience confirms, that in vastness, whatso¬ 
ever he its nature, there dwells sublimity.” 

Arrived at the confines of the great sand- 
heap which surrounds the rock upon which 
the pyramids are built, we began to ascend, 
our donkeys sinking in the sand at every 
step. At no great distance from the first 
pyramid, in a deep, gaudy, hollow, stands the 
world-famed Sphinx, which, however, wc 
pass, as we are in a hurry to get to the pyr¬ 
amid itself. 

Now vve are at the foot of the stone-mount¬ 
ain. The first step is before ns, but to step 
on to it, or rather to step up, or climb up, 
that is the difficulty, for it is nearly as high 
as ourselves! There vve stand, gazing up¬ 
ward, the eye glancing along from step to 
step, and almost wearied with reaching the 
summit, until we seem as mere insects in the 
presence of such a stupendous mass of solid 
masonry. 

The perpendicular height of the great pyr¬ 
amid is 461 feet bei ng 24 feet higher -than S t. 
Peter’s, and 117 feet higher than St. Paul’s. 
The quantity of stone used in this pyramid 


THE COLLIERS OF ENGLAND. 

A correspondent of the Gospel Herald

'The friend 
who was with us - -an Englishman—inform¬ 
ed usahat the Woman were einployeehchief- 
ly as carriers ; that is rosily. they carried 
the coal in baskets from one shalt to anoth¬ 
er, and up the'loiiff ladders that extended 
from one vein to another, till it was landed 
at the foul of the main shaft, whence it is 
drawn up by steam, as they have just been 
drawn up. Some of the veins were so low, 
however, that they could not stand upright; 
and in those eases the burden was placed 
u;un a e ", and drawn bv a woman, creep¬ 
ing on all fours, with a belt about her waist, 
to which the rope of the car was fastened, 
lie said, moreover, that probably many of 
these women and children had not seen the 
sun for months—that the children generally 
tended the gates, that were, for the most 
part,in total darkness. He further informed 
us that so close was the confinement to these 
mines, that the workmen in that mine could 
not understand half that should be said to 
them by one from another mine-five miiijj 
distant ; and he assured os, as a positive 
fact, that at that very mine an officer pro¬ 
ceeded to arrest a man, and on inquiring of 
a girl some dozen years of age, she knew 
no such man. But on hearing a description 
of his person, she replied, “O, yes, the 
man is Old Snooks;” and that same “Old 
Snooks’’ was her father, but she did not 
know him by his real name ! 

WJiethey all this were true or not, one 
thing is certain, and that is, that no where 
upon the face of the earth have wh'eSfof leefi 
a set of women, and children, who bore 
such unmistakable evidence of a stolid ig¬ 
norance, inordinate labor, and utter bru¬ 
tality.

heaved and fractured outside. This little 
play of imagination will present a pretty 
fair idea of the real stratification ot the 
earth’s surface, the eruption of the non-strati- 
fied (granitic and similar) rocks which have 
boiled up, elevating linear ridges (mountain 
ranges) when they could not pierce through, 
but actually piercing through where their 
force could overcome the resistance, and 
when cooled, remaining the maguificeut 
crags and summits of the loftiest mountains. 

ft must also he understood, as a matter of 
tfie clearest sensible demonstration, that 
these- processes have occurred several times 
at various and distant intervals, producing 
among the strata ninny varieties of direction, 
iu inclination, contortion, eieavage, conform¬ 
ity and non-conformity, in reference to each 
other. If all the strata eoultl be placed, or, 
for illustration’s sake, we may say, replaced 
upon each other, to what thickness or depth 
would it amount? It is commonly said five 
miles. Dr. Bttcklmid, who is so eminently 
qualified to make an estimate, gives Ins 
authority to the supposition of ten miles. 
With respect to the’ actual surface of the 
earth, the Greatest height from the lowest 
valley bottom to the top of the highest moun¬ 
tain may he taken at five-miles. This height, 
compared to the diameter of the earth, may 
he fairly represented by thfc thickness of 
a fine thread laid upon the surface of a 
twelve inch globe— Pye Smiths Geology and 
Scripture. 


is estimated atsix millionsof tons. However 
we must now try to get to the top ; and here 
are some Arabs ready to help us. 

In ascending, we have to pursue a zigzag 
course, looking toward the face of the pyra¬ 
mid, seldom looking down the deep distance 
below, though tempted now and then to gaze 
upward at the towering steps which seetn 
to mount to the very clouds. It seems as if 
we had been a life time on the journey, and 
as if it would never come to an end. But 
wc toil on, and as vve reached the' bottom, 
so, in due time; vve reach the top.

But 
determining within himself to watch the 
whole course of proceedings in school, he 
soon perceived that the teacher hail a habit, 
and lin'd acquired a singular dexterity iti it, 
of knocking down and killing flies with his 
cane, to the end of which he had fastened a 
piece of leather. The windows were all on 
one side, and being exposed to the morning 
sun of summer, they were continually full of 
flies. The teacher’s path lay along them, in 
front of the scholars; and while talking to 
the latter, he struck down the flies as fast as 
they showed themselves at the window.— 
This manceuvre amused the children infi¬ 
nitely more than his instruction did, and 
they followed his example. They were 
incessantly on the watch for flies that buzzed 
through the room, caught them in their 
hands, and showed as great dexterity in this 
kind of chase as their teacher did in his.— 
But their atnusement did not end here; they 
had learned to play with their captives, Ireat 
them with detestable cruelty, »nd seemed to 
find a wicked delight in observing the shiver¬ 
ing of their victims. 

On observing these curious and fitr from 
pleasing peculiarities of the school, the in¬ 
telligent and humane clergyman easily ac¬ 
counted for the spirit of destructiveness 
among the cljildreu : and his first stop was 
to induce the teacher to take his leather from 
the end of his cane, and next to turn the 
desks so that the hoys sat with their hacks 
to the windows, and the teacher’s path lay 
on the other side of the room. Then' the 
minister went frequently into the school, and 
examined so severely, that both teacher tind 
pupils had more to do than to give their 
attention to the flies. As this was liot yet 
entirely satisfactory in its results, the minister 
took advantage of the hot summer weather 
to have instruction given only in the after¬ 
noon, when the school was not so full of 
flies, and thus he gradually banished the in¬ 
sects from the thoughts of teacher and chil¬ 
dren.
